Eprrork GAZETTE: When I trans- 
mitted my letter describing the 
Oasis ranch I little dreamed that I 
would, a week after, be traversing 
the Halleck ranch of over 20,000 
acres. I reached this station on 
Saturday last and after break fast- 
ing at Ham McCain’s hotel, and 
taking a view of the surrounding 
country in the immediate vicinity 
ofthe Humboldt river, which at 
this season of the year is lovely, 
(although the water in this historic 
stream is very low), and making 
inquiries about the crops, I re- 
turved to the hotel and was met 
by Mr. Milt Polk, the gentlemab 
who has charge of this mammoth 
ranch in the absence of Mr. Scott, 


and was soon ou my way towards 


Fort Halleck. Riding over the 
country, the first ranch I struck 
was that of Mr. McCain, on which 
were grazing a large number of 
five cattle, particularly on the 
meadow lands. The gentleman 
complains of a scarcity of water 
and therefore his crop this year 
will not be up to the average. To 
the right of me lies the large ranch 
of Philip S. Witcher, which em- 
braces within a well-fixed wire 
fence over 5,000 acres of good land. 
Secret creek waters the soil but 
uot sufficiently for the purposes of 
irrigation. However, there are 
large quantities of rich rye and 
wild p rass now ready for the reap- 
ers.

THE HALLECK RANCH. 

Early next morning, with Mr. 
Polk, I entered into an investiga- 
tion of the surrounding country. 


And whata sight met my gaze! 
As far as the eve could reach noth- 
ing but green fields and pastures 
new, with the Ruby mountains in 
the distance,partially covered with 
snow, andthe foothills bedecked 
with thousands of the finest look- 
ing Hereford cattle to be seen in 
any partof the country. My trip 
was soon forgotten when 1 con- 
templated that the ranch I was 
about to traverse was inclosed 
within fifty-five miles of wire 
fence the posts sustaining which 
are all of native mountain cedar. 
Within this extensive inclosure 
there are not less than 2,000 head 
of Herefords, from the thorough- 
bred to the best grade in crossing, 
possibly the best to be seen in any 
part of the United States.

Some of the former cost as much 
as $750, while the bulls range in 
value from that amount to $1,000 
per head. One of the latter, Home-

IIe. with 
two half-breeds, were purchased 
from Jesse Harris of Fort Collins, 
Colorado, and are all colts, having 
been imported only last year.

It was a striking scene to 
witness the large bands of superior 
Heresford cattic grazing in the 
foothilis.and meadows that are 
supplied with water and moisture 
from the eternal springs and lakes 
of the snow-capped Ruby meun- 
tains. 

Some six miles from the home 
ranch in Star valley, they have 
successfully cultivated alfalfa and 
have already cut their first crop, 
the yield goiug far beyond thets 
most sanguine expectations, owing 
to the proper husbanding of the 
water taken from Secret creek. 
The rolling foothills between these 
two points furnish cattle with an 
excellent pasturage, while the nat- 
ural springs in the mountain sides 
and the waters of Secret creek are 
ever within the area they traverse.

All 
that is needed is storage reservoirs, 
and their construction shou'd be 
provided for by both the National 
and State governments, aided by 
private capital, and then this whole 
section of country would be a 
blooming paradise and thousands 
would thrive and become prosper- 
ous where, only a few enterprising 
people are derjving great benefits. 
This water, provided by generous 
nature, can be found in the Ruby 
range all the way from Lamoille to 
the Wells, and if properly stored 
would answer all the purposes of 
the tiller of the sojj, cattlemen and 
ranchers on this s of them, as 
well as the industrious farmers in 
Ruby valley. 

The admirable adaptability of 
this water, and many other bodies 
similarly situated throughout the 
State, has been philosophically 
commented upon by Dan DeQuille 
and should be heeded by the law- 
making power of the common- 
wealth. 


A WORD CONCERNING MILT POLK. 

Resuming the thread of my nar- 
rative, let me say that Milt Polk, as 
he is familiarly known, has been 


here for almost nine years, and 
during that time, under Mr. Scott, 
who now spends most of his time 
in Montana and Idaho, has brought 
the ranch to its present degree of 
perfection.
